Pablie Echool Teachers In Now York Can-
not Aocept Presenta,

A note of warnineg has been sent to all
the principals of the public schools In New
York City nt the Ingtance of Superintondent
Jusper, forbidding the collection of money
by the pupils in Eehoole Tor the purpose of
moking presents to any of the teachers, or
for any other object.  The warning I8 as
follows;

“I find it advisnble to repeat at this time
pome  siatements mode In efrcular dated
December 11, 1889, and ta call apedind mtton-
tion to the fact that it applies o the avens
Ing and evening High schoole, as well as to
the grammur and primoary schools, [t is
manifestly fmproper thant money should be
rafissd In sehodl for any purpose whatever,
AN this statement applies cgually to tench-
ers nmdd pocholars. It should be the dutly of
principals and teachers to teach by precopt
aned by nmple thot oar pulie sehools are
consutut™®l for 4 single purpose-—-the esduoas-
tlon of the chlldren. The Board of Kduca-
ton hns ot ol thmea refused o permit
e to e collectss! from the chilidren or

ncheras for any object, no matter how
charitahle or patrlotie | appeara to be, and
It beoomes  our  tenchers, principals  and
nesistants, to follow In the same line;: To
miuke the Infunction as= explicit as ponsible,
no pupll shoulil be allowed to subseribe or
collent money to muake a present to the
principal of any other tencher, or for any
purpese at all, and no teacher should con-
tribute money to mnke o pregent to the
principal or any other person. The mere
faot that the money hng been collected or
subacribed outside of the school bullding
does not alter the character of the transac-
tlon.  In fact, In my judgment, any one
nocepting n present obtained In such a man-
ner violates the spirit, If not the letter, of
the Inw, and by example tesches the puplls
the practice of evasion, In relatlon to com-
mencements, roceptions, ete,, 1t should be

FULL EXTENT OF DAMAGE IS UNKNOWN

AMSTERDAM, Det. 24.<The damage at
Rotterdam by the storm 18 estimated ot §00,-

extreme violence, the damage s tremendoun

merged. The dyke nlong the banks of the
Vansel river gave way under the great strain,
and the water rurhing through swept a lo-
comolive off the track. The land ends of the
stibmarine cables nesr Haarlem, which are
ukually slx feet fn the sand, were lald bare,
the wind having blown the sand away to

AMSTERDAM, Doe. 24.—The storm news
from various parts of the coast shows that
the datmuge done has been much greater than
was at first supposed, The North sea beach
in every direction has been washed WAy
from fourteen to twenty feet and many fish-
Ing vessels which had been drawn upon the
beach have been' destroyed.

DREYFUS DID NOT COMMIT SUICIDE,

Germnn Ambnssndor Demnnds an Apology
of thoe Newspapors,

PARIS, Dec. 24, —The report that Captain
Alfred Dreyfus, the French officer who was
sentenced on Saturday Inst to be deported
for life and to be Interred In a fortress, had
afterward  attempted to  commit  sulelde,
turns out to be Incorrset,

As the newspapers report, the convicetlon
of Captaln Dreyfus was based on a doou-
ment stolen from the German embassy,
Count Munster, the German ambassador,
publishes a note today, declaring In & maost
positive way « that the German embassy
never directly or indirectly had any rela-
tlons with Captain Dreyfus, and fdemanding
the statement that the document referred to
was stolen from the German embassy be
denled as o maliclous falsehood.  The govern-
ment bill, declded upon at a cabinet council,
making treason upon the part of any  of-
fiezr or private of the army punishuble with
death in time of peace as well ng in thne
of war, was introduced In the Chamber of
Deputles later 4n the day by Genoral Mor-
cler, the minister of war, and was raférrod
to the army committes.
was subsequently introduced by M. Jaures,
the soclalist lender, to abolish the death
penalty from the military cede on -« the
ground that this should be done “since pri-
vales were put to death,'

Prime Minister Dupuy moved the pre-
vious question, and in so dolng charged that
the internationalists were attempting to
undermine authority in the army. The
government made the gquestion one of con-
fldence.

M. Jaures sald It was audacions for the
prime minister to refer to Internationalists
when the government had just endeavored
to protect a gang of cosmopolitan exploiters
from the manifest hostility of the chamber,

The reference to the government support
of the new agreement with the Southern
Rallway compuany produeced an uproar. Dr,
Barthou, independent-republican, shouted to
M. Jaures, “You lie.'

M. Jaures retorted, “The lle Is not with
us, but with the government, which is seek-
ing to play a game of patriotigm."

M. Brigson proposed that M, Jaures be
temporarily expelled from the chamber for
using such language, and the proposal was
adopted by n large majority.

M. Jaures left the chamber when the result
of the wvote was announced. The members
of the extreme left, In the meantime, were
protesting with the greatest violence agninst
the action of the chamber.

The uproar finally became so great that
the presldent suspended the sitting for five
minutes. Upon the expiration of this time
Premier Dupuy’s motion for the puiting of
the previous questlon was carried by & vate
of 487 to 85, The government's blll was
then carrled by 642 to 3.
